TO 

Explain certain Provisions contained in the 
Drainage and Improvement of Lands (Ireland) 

Act, 1863. 

W HEREAS an Act was passed in tlie Session lield in tlie Preamble. 

Twenty-sixth and Twenty-seventh Tears of Her Majesty 26 & 27 Viet. 
Queen Victoria, being " The Drainage and Improvement c ' 88 ' 
of Lands Act (Ireland), 1863 : ” And whereas Doubts may arise 
5 as to the Priorities in ivliicli, under and hy virtue of the Eorty-ninth 
Section of the. said Act, the Monies, Rentcliarges, and Instalments 
therein mentioned shall or may he respectively chargeable upon 
Lands other than those actually drained or improved, though being 
Portion of the same Townland or Denomination as the Lands so 
10 drained or improved ; and it is expedient that any such Doubts 
should be removed : Be it therefore enacted and declared by the 
Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and 
Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this 
present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of the same, 

15 as follows : 

1. In all Cases where any such Monies, Rentcliarges, or Instal- Monies, &c. 
ments as aforesaid shall, by virtue of the said Act, become charged cliar S eable 
upon any Townland or Denomination, or any Portion or Portions drained 
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of the same, in addition to and together with the Lands actually 
drained or improved (such Townland or Denomination or Portion 
thereof belonging' to the Proprietor of the i said last-mentioned 
Lands), the said Monies, Pentcharges, and Instalments respectively 
shall he deemed and taken to he charged upon such Townland or 5 
Denomination, or Portion or Portions of the same, as the Case may 
be, in the same Priority and in like Manner in all respects as the 
said Monies, Pentcharges, or Instalments shall, by virtue of the 
said Act, be chargeable upon the Lands actually drained or im- 
proved under the Provisions of the same, and declared by any Award 10 
so to be. 

2. This Act and the said Drainage and Improvement of Lands 
Act (Ireland), 1863, shall be construed together as One Act. 
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
